It 
was only by appealing to the better 
side of the Russian nation—and there 
was a very large better 
side—that 


they could hope to awaken that sense 
of right, which he was convinced, no 
amount of agitation could bring about.

the stage and wired that he also had 
Hamm, and asked that an officer be 
dispatched Immediately, as his pris- 
oner was tf hard one to handle, and he 
was fuming about his detention, and 
threatening to get even with the autho- 
rities for his arrest.
